Ni;w ^'oiiK, Nov. '2'.h — Wiien the trial 
of Most eoimiieiieed this luuriiiiig At t or- 
nej' Ilowe discliiimeil, oil the [lart of his 
client, any coiiiieetioii with tiie tlireatou- 
iiig letter sent to .Judge (.lowing. Most 
then trent into the dock and cestitied that 
he was born in Bavaria I'orty-one years 
ago. Tlie. meetino at wliieb the alU-^^od 
seditious speech wa.s umde was a public 
one. lie a,.l.i reused his liearers as fellow- 
citii^ens, not us auareliists. He then, in 
a draiiiati.' muiiiier, gave bis version of 
his speech; he did not use the tlireateii- 
iiig and violent language chiirged against 
liiiii. The cry of revenge, ho said, was 
raised by some one in the audience; he 
had certainly accused the Chicago author- 
ities and .Iiidgcs of murder, but madu no 
tlireats; ho had also severely coiniiieuted 
upon I lenry (u'orge and Master Workman 
I'liwderly; wiis not sure that he had said 
that he would give ion years of his life to 
sec tin; executioner of the anaiehists 
hiinged; he had not said that for every 
man killed in Chicago five hundred would 
bo slaughtered; ho had been convicted of 
tri'uson in .Xustria in 180!) and imprisoned 
for 'llie year; in l,S7') he was again cmi- 
x'icl.'d ,if the Hiuiio crime in that 
cmiilry and sentenced to live years 
but was released in 1871. In 
1K7- ho was sentenced to one year's 
imprisoniuont ill Berliu for calling the 
Kmperor a "slaughterer." In 1874 he 
was sentoueed to one year and six iiioiiths 
for a .speeidi he made .in lierlin. In 1877 
he got two luonths in Berlin for blas- 
phemy. InlKHlin I'^ngland be was aen- 
leiiccd lo i.s iii.iiiths for lippioving of the 
killiiiL' of tin- C/.ar. \\ lien released he 
came t o 1 he I 'iiiled .States and admitted 
having written books on "Free .Society," 
"The liell of lilackwoll's Island," etc. 
Upon being asked whether ho had written 
a book on the "Art of Revolutionary 
W.ufare, " or '•Whether iiioderii e.xplo- 
sn'es were ncce.H.sary lo carry out his 
i.l.-as, " declined lo answer as it "iiiiglit 
criminate him. He described himself as 
a socialistic iinurchiat. Tlio anarchist.s 
desired to overthrow tho present form of 
government.

SERIOUS CHARGE. 

W. t-r. C'Hiiipbcll, a Mlnlnt; Ex',i«i't, and G. W. 
Keiint'dy CUiirfjcil With Kraiiil-DaiuaiTln ? 
Evldpucp Oiven by a Witness. 

<,»uit^j a llutte; of excitement w.as cau.sed 
in t lie police court yesterday morning, 
when it was learned that W . 0. Oampbnll, 
who roprcaonts hiniHolf as a mining ex- 
pert, and G. W. Konnody, of tho Bruns- 
wick hotel, had been arrested on a charge 
of conspiracy to defraud tho Tuinbo Coal 
Milling Company out of a sum of money. 
The charge as setdown in the inforination 
is that tliey received a large sum of money 
under fulso pioteiicos. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills aiipeared for the 
j)rosecutioii, and asked that the case bo 
allowed to f;tand over for one day for the 
reason that he only heard that tho men 
had boon arrested half an hour before the 
court began. The .sum involved amounts 
to nearly iijS,000, which these men 
g(d, away with. Another reason why 
counsel for the prusociitioii wished a re- 
mand was that aevoral witnesses were 
busy at tho assizes. 

Mr. Stewart, who apjjeard for tho <le- 
fendants, aaid he had no objection to a 
remand being jjranted, but he would aak 
for bail; his clients were certainly entitl- 
ed to it. 

Tho Court— Who are the defendants .' 
iMr. Stewart — Campbell is a mining ex- 
pert. 

iVlr. MUls- I object to Mr. Stewart go- 
ing into tho merits of the case at thu pro 
sent time. 1 am prepared to give the 
evidence of Mr. Oabriel, as Jio is hero 
now. 

Clms. (iabriel, sworn, said: -Am a uicr- 
chaiit; know the defendants; became ac- 
iiuiiinled with them in this way: Some- 
time about November or Decenilier last 
year i\lr. Olsen brougbtMr. Kennedy to 
my store, and tliey iiiforiiiod me that 
they had discovcrcii on Tumbo island 
eroppiiigs of coal, sainides of which they 
showcil me; after a lung talk with tlieiii 
about the i|Uality .'ind citiiuitity of the 
coal, I told iheiu'l would look iiitn I he 
mailer and if there was anything in it 1 
would get help to develop the mine. I 
then got i\lr. Dennis llarrislo '^u in v\illi 
me to furnish the capit.al, in considcrat ion 
that Olacn and Iveniiedy would give us 
half of tho mine, to which they both 
agreed. Soon after that Mr. W. Lang 
and Mr. Olsen brounbl Mr. ('auii)l)oll to 
niy IiiMise on Sunda\ and rcpresei it . d 
him to be a Coal expert. .Mi. Campbell 
s.iid he and Mr. Kennedy had discovered 
the co.-d and he would like me to send
